Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of 
angels,  and  havt  not  charity,  I  am  become  as 
sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal.  And 
though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy  and  understand 
all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge  :  and  though  I 
have  all  faith  so  that  I  could  remove  mountains, 
and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing.

Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seek- 
eth  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh 
no  evil.  Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 

Charity  never  faileth  :  \f\it  whether  there  be  pro- 
phecies they  shall  fail  ;  whether  there  be  tongues 
they  shall  cease  ;  whether  there  be  knowledge  it 
shall  vanish  away. 

For  we  know  in  part  and  we  prophesy  in  part. 
But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  shall  be  done  away.

A.  From  Dan,  the  northernmost,  to  Beersheba,  the 
southernmost,  is  about  140  miles.  Tbe  land  as 
divided  among  the  12  tribes  embraced  nearly  12,- 
000  square  miles. 

Q.    Of  what  Empire  is  Palestine  now  a  part  ? 

A.  The  Turkish  Empire.  Peopled  by  Jews,  Mohamme- 
dans and  Christians. 

Q.  What  was  the  political  division  of  Palestine  in  the 
time  of  Christ  ? 

A.     Judsa,  Samaria,  Galilee  and  Perea. 

Q.    Name  and  describe  the  principal  river  of  Palestine. 

A.  The  Jordan,  which  rises  in  Mount  Hermon,  the  slope 
of  which  is  "alive  with  streams"  emptying  into 
the  Jordan,  which  river  flows  southerly  and  emp- 
ties into  the  Dead  Sea.  It  is  about  134  miles 
long. 

Q.  Name  some  important  events  connected  with  the  Jor- 
dan. 

A.  Its  waters  divided  for  Israel's  host,  under  Joshua,  to 
pass  over  ;  Namaan,  captain  of  the  host  of  the 
King  of  Assyria,  was  cured  of  leprosy  by  dipping 
himself  seven  times  in  its  water  at  Elisha's  com- 
mand ;  Christ  Jesus  was  baptized  by  John  in  this 
river.

Nazareth — Place  where  angels  announced  to  Mary 
the  birth  and  character  of  Christ,  also  the  home 
of  Jesus'  boyhood,  sixty-four  miles  north.  Oana 
—Place  at  which  Christ  performed  His  first  mir- 
acle of  turning  water  into  wine  ;  here  too,  He 
healed  the  nobleman's  sdn,  seventy-two  miles 
north.  Capernaum— Home  of  Christ  after  He  was 
rejected  at  Nazareth,  also  of  at  least  eight  mir- 
acles, and  eight  parables,  eighty-one  miles  north- 
erly. Nain — Here  Christ  restored  to  life  a  widow's 
son,  fifty-nine  miles  north.  Shechem,  or  Sychar — 
Site  of  Jacob's  well,  place  where  Christ  discours- 
ed with  the  woman  of  Samaria,  thirty-two  miles 
north.  Jericho — Whose  walls  fell  down  at  the  vic- 
torious shouts  of  Jehovah's  host,  led  by  Joshua  ; 
city  of  Bartimaeus,  whose  sight  Christ  restored, 
and    Zaccheus,    who    became    a    disciple,    thirteen

miles  north  east.    Beth&ny— Home  of  Mary,     who 
anointed  Jesus,  and    of    her     sister    Martha    and 
Lazarus,  whom  Christ  raised  from  the  dead,    two 
miles  east.

Betha- 
bara— Scene  o?  much  of  John  the  Baptist's  work, 
twenty-two        iles     north-east.       Jerusalem— "The 
Holy  City,"  "The  Temple  City  ;"  here  three  times 
a  year  every     devout  Jew  assembled    for  worship, 
but  its  inhabitants  sealed  their  doom  and  that  of 
their  beloved  city  by  rejecting  Christ.    Over  that 
city  Jesus  wept,  and  declared  'how  often  would  I 
have  gathered  thy  children  together  even  as  a  hen 
gathereth  her  chickens  under    her    wings    and    ye 
would  not  !      Behold  your  house  is  left  unto  yciu 
desolate.'    There    Christ    was    scu'irg^d,    mocked, 
condemned  to  die,  and  outside  the  sate,  crucified. 
The  awful  doom  fell  thirty-seven  years  later  when 
the  armies  of  Titus  razed  the  city  to  the  ground, 
burned  the  temple  with  fire,  slew   1,100,000  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  sold    97,000  into  slavery.

This  is  all  the  Book  tells  of  Him  un- 
til at  the  age  of  thirty  years,  He  walked  twenty- 
nine  miles  to  be  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan. — 
Mark  1:  9,  Luke  3:  23.  He  was  tempted  of  the 
Devil  forty  days,  and  defeated  him  with  God's 
word,  which,  he  afterwards  asserted,  could  not  be 
broken. — John  10:  35.  He  honored  the  founding  of 
homes  working  His  first  miracle  at  a  marriage. 
He  went  up  to  the  feast  of  the  Passover  and  gave, 
for  all  time,  an  object  lesson  to  those  who  have 
socials,  fairs,  and  lotteries,  in  God's  House,  driv- 
ing all  traders  out.— John  2:  16.  Of  His  work  dur- 
ing the  next  three  years  there  are  recorded 
twenty-four  addresses,  thirty, one  parables,  and 
thirty-two  miracles.  At  the  feast  of  the  Passover 
April  7th  A.  D.  33,  betrayed  by  Judas,  He  was 
arrested.  Taken  first  before  Annas,  then  Caiphas, 
then  Pilate  who  sent  Him  to  Herod.  Herod  sent 
Him  back  to  Pilate  who  gave  sentence  of  death, 
Christ  was  crucified  the  same  day  just  outside  the 
city  gate.  While  hanging  on  the  cross,  Christ 
spoke  seven  times,  the  first  to  the  Father  for  His 
murderers — "Father  forgi  e  them  :  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do."— Luke  23:  34  ;  To  the  thief— 
"Verily  I  say  unto  thee  to-day  shalt  thou  be  with 
Me  in  Paradise."— Luke  23:  43  :  To  His  mother 
and  John — "Woman  behold  thy  son,  behold  thy 
mother."— John  19:  26,  27  ;  "My  God,  My  God, 
why  hast  Thou  forsaken  Me  ?"— Matt.  27:  46  ; 
"I  thirst."— John  19:  28  ;  "It  is  finished."— John 
19:  30  ;   "Father  into  Thy   hands  I  commend    My

Bpirit"  and  having  said  this  He  gave  up  th« 
Ghost.— Luke  23:  46.  He  was  taken  down  from  the 
cross,  and  laid  in  Joseph's  tomb.  A  large  stone 
was  rolled  as  a  door.  Pilate  put  Rome's  Seal 
which  to  break  meant  death— and  stationed  a 
Roman  guard  around  the  sepulchre.  AH  that 
Jewish  Sabbath,  Christ  lay  in  the  cold  tomb. 
April  9th  dawned  the  first  Lord's  day  and  the 
only  true  Easter.  An  angel  descended,  hurled 
back  the  Roman  guard,  broke  Pilate's  seal,  rolled 
back,  the  stone  and  sat  upon  it.  Christ  who  Him- 
self had  laid  down  His  life  now  took  it  up  again. 
John  10:  17.  Death,  who  had  triumphed  over 
every  son  of  Adam,  had  at  length  found  not  only 
his  match,  but  his  master.  He  tiars  the  bars 
from  the  grave  and  the  sting  from  leath,  leads 
captivity  captive.
